Battle Is on 
About That 
Cheese 
LONDON (AP) — "It is sad to 


report," said the letter to the 
Times of London, "that yet an- 
other controversy is poisoning 
the atmosphere in which men of 
good will once believed they 
could live happily together." 


The controversy? 
It's a fight about cheese — 


Stilton cheese. 


On one side are the Stilton 


cutters — those who would use a 
knife to slice this strong-tasting 
cheese. 


In the opposite corner are the 


Stilton scoopers — those who 
would scoop out the cheese with 
a large spoon. 


The controversy 
flares not 


only in the august pages of the 
Times. The British Broadcast- 
ing Co. also is interviewing ex- 
perts on both sides of the 
cheese. 


The 
cutters' 
argument 
is 


summed up in an article in the 
trade magazine, Caterer and 
Hotel Keeper. It advocates cutt- 
ing Stilton to avoid waste. 


The scoopers, on the other 


hand, contend that only by 
scooping qan the flavor of Stil- 
ton be retained. 


Roy 
MacGregor-Hastie 
of 


London, in a letter to the Times, 
au ocated a bit of cutting but 
clearly favored scooping. 


" F a r m house Stilton, s i e, 


should be cored at 18 months 
moistened with port in the core, 
topped, and then scooped " he 
wrote the editor. 


"Only in this way does the 


scent and flavor come through." 


Philip Harben, a culinary ex- 


pert who gives cooking lessons 
on British television, seemed to 
favor cutting Stilton. He object- 
ed violently to adding port wine 


He wrote the Times: 
"In 


those parts of Leicestershire 
and Derbyshire where most Stil- 
ton 
is made, 
the practice of 


scooping is abhorred, for it rap- 
idly puts the fine cheese into 
bad condition. Whereas slicing 
ensures that it remains bland 
and creamy instead of rank and 
dry ^ from over-exposure to the 
3 jr.

Joe Lapchick— 
Coach to Critic

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The basketball season is over 


for just about everybody but Joe Lapchick and the, 
professional teams in the playoffs. 


Then, when the pros are finished, Lapchick's season 


will have still another two months to run. 


A year ago Lapchick, 66, retired as head coach at 


St. John's University, ending a career 
in basketball that spanned SO years. Or 
so hc thought. 


"I figured I was retiring to the peri- 


phery of basketball," Lapchick said. 
"Instead I found there are two basket- 
ball worlds—one for those who arc 
activo and one for ex-actives who love 
the game so much they just can't give 
it up. 


"Oh, the pressure of coaching is 


gone," he went on, "but now my sea- 
son is actually longer. That's O.K. 
though. I'm having a great time." 


Now Lapchick begins u heavy schedule of speaking 


engagements nl postseason clinics and high school and 
college banquets, honoring letter winners, most valua- 
bles and what-not. 


Lapchick "retired" only from coaching. He still works 


—as an athletic adviser and public relations man, of 
sorts, for a shoe company. Invitations to speak, he 
said, have tripled and he accepts as many as he can. 


"I've 
also become something of a critic, partly by 


choice and partly because people ask me to," he said. 


••And I .found myself, going .to. more games this past 


season than 1 ever thought I would. Mostly I get the 
biggest kick out. of watching other coaches to see if 
they do what I would do. 


"Whal 1 miss most is the challenge of building a 


rapport with kids. I miss looking into their faces when 
they know they've pleased me. I even miss chewing 
them out. It took me years to learn how to chew a 
kid out and get results." 


Lapchick likes to talk about his "adopted children" 


—young coaches who come to him for advice. 


One is Bob Knight, the 25-year-old Army coach, who 


called on Lapchick early in the season. Since then 
Knight has phoned or visited every week. 
: 


"I've had to chew Bobby out a couple of times," 


Lapchick said. "I see in him so much of what I was as', 
a young coach, lie cares about the game. There's a 
lot more to coaching than Xs and Os, you know." 


During his first year in 50'"out" of the game, Lap- 


chick received several coaching offers. "I even had one 
pro offer and two major college offers," he said. "They; 
tell me, 'you've just gotta come back, Joe.' " 
: 


"But I won't ever coach again. For one thing, I have" 


a heart condition, which is why I retired when I did.": 


Lapchick never went to college. He became a barn-^ 


storming pro player when he was 16. At 6-5, in those: 
days, he was a goon. Later lie starred with the Original; 
Celtics. Twice he coached St. John's, for a total of 20^ 
years, with a nine-year coaching tenure with the New: 
York Knicks in between.

"After I retired," he said, "I felt sad because I: 


thought (lie end of basketball was the end of everything,; 


"1 found out differently this year. I guess I'll always

North's jump raise to three 


spades may be explained by 
the fact that he and his part- 
ner played limit raises and 
did not open four card spade 
suits. Not that this made any 
difference in the final con- 
tract. Four spades probably 
would have been reached un- 
der any bidding system and 
would have been a lay down 
if it were not for the unfor- 
tunate holding of three small 
diamonds in each hand. 


This simple bidding gave 


West no guideposts for his 
opening lead and he selected 
the deuce of clubs. South went 
right up with dummy's ace 
and East dropped the three 
spot. 


At trick two South led a 


heart to his queen. West was 
back in the lead with little 
more knowledge of the hand 
than he had at trick one. That 
is, little positive knowledge. 
He had a lot of knowledge de- 
rived from the fact that South 
was playing the hand in a 
rather peculiar fashion. 


Why did South win the first 


trick with the ace of clubs? 
Could East hold both the king 
and queen of clubs? Not like- 
ly!

^LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 
annual teacher salary in Arkan- 
sas is placed by the National 
Education Association at $4,740 
—47th in the nation and above 
only Mississippi, South Dakota 
and South Carolina. 


Arkansas was ranked first in 


the percentage of increase in 
teacher salaries in the last 10 
years, however—107.1 per cent, 
t. The association placed Ar- 
kansas 45th in public school 
revenue for each pupil in av- 
erage daily attendance, $418 per 
pupil. It said in its annual re- 
port that the national average 
is $630 per pupil. 


Arkansas was ranked second 


in the percentage of public 
school money coming from the 
federal government — 20 per 
cent compared to the national 
peerage of 7.8 per cent.
